education and knowledge, the attached public safety standard is made available to promote the 
timely dissemination of this information in an accurate manner to the public. 
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SPECIFICATION FOR MESS TINS 
0. FOREWORD 

0.1 This Indian Standard was adopted by the Indian Standards Institution 
on 29 September 1978, after the draft finalized by the Metal Containers 
Sectional Committee had been approved by the Marine s Cargo Movement 
and Packaging Division Council. 

0.2 Mess tins are mostly used by Defence personnel and JAWANS as a 
container for eating or cooking food. There is a demand for the mess tins 
by other departments, like BSF, CRPF and the State Police Authorities. 

0.3 This standard has been prepared with a view to achieving co-ordina- 
tion in the defence and civil requirements and is based on the Defence 
specification IND/GS/1124 Specification for tins, mess, MK3 s , issued by 
the Ministry of Defence, Government of India. 



1. SCOPE 

1-1 This standard prescribes the requirements for mess tins. 

2. MATERIAL 

2.1 Mess tins shall be manufactured from the materials specified in 
Table 1. 

3. MANUFACTURE 

3.1 Body ( Inner and Outer ) — Bodies shall be pressed out of single 
sheet to the shape and dimensions as shown in Fig. 1. Side walls shall be 
straight and perpendicular to the base. 

3.2 Handle — Handle shall be bent out of single length to the shape and 
dimensions as shown in Fig. 2.

3.3 Handle Bracket — Handle bracket shall be made to the shape and 
dimensions as shown in Fig. 3 and shall be free of sharp edges. 

4. FINISH 

4.1 Bodies shall be free from wrinkles, scratches, cracks, pits and other 
defects. The handle shall be properly bent and shall fold over the rim. 
The handle bracket shall be riveted and snapped from the outside. All 
sharp edges shall be removed. 

4.2 Mess tins shall be given frost finish or any other surface finish as 
agreed to between the supplier and the purchaser. 

4.3 The inner body shall rest inside the outer body as shown in Fig. 4. 

5. SAMPLING AND INSPECTION 

5.1 Each container shall be visually examined for its finish requirements. 

5.2 Representative samples of the containers for dimensional and material 
requirements shall be drawn as prescribed in IS : 3258-1966*,

6. MARKING 

6.1 The manufacturer's name, initials or recognized trade-mark and the 
year of manufacture may be clearly and indelibly marked or embossed on 
the tins. 

6.1.1 Mess tins may also be marked with the ISI Certification Mark, 

Note — The use of the ISI Certification Mark is governed by the provisions of 
the Indian Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Act and the Rules and 
Regulations made thereunder. The ISI Mark on products covered by an Indian 
Standard conveys the assurance that they have been produced to comply with the 
requirements of that standard under a well-defined system of inspection, testing and 
quality control which is devised and supervised by ISI and operated by the producer. 
ISI marked products are also continuously checked by ISI for conformity to that 
standard as a further safeguard. Details of conditions under which a licence for the 
use of the ISI Certification Mark may be granted to manufacturers or processors, may 
be obtained from the Indian Standards Institution. 
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
